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The claims have been amended herein to more particularly point out and distinctly 
claim what the applicant regards as his invention. It is observed that the invention 
disclosed by Price limits the mobility of a wearer, rendering unsuited for use in many 
situations. The teachings of Colitz and Mechin are deficient, with respect to the 
embodiments disclosed and claimed by the Applicant. 

The applicant notes the rejection of claims 2 and under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 
paragraph 2. At this time, the applicant has elected not to amend the claims, but instead 
requests that the examiner reconsider the rejection in view of the disclosure appearing in 
the specification at page 2 line 24 to page 3 line 10. 

Wherefore, based upon the foregoing it is submitted that the application is in 
condition of allowance and a relatively early reply to tlwpapeij would be appreciated.
